WOMEN 
CHAMPIONSHIP 
ATHLETIC PROBLEM 


Mrs. Robert Northcross as faculty 
representative, and Miss Thelma Pat- 
ton, went to Pomona Junior college 
Saturday, to discuss the question of 
competitive contests for women, lead- 
ing the championships. 

Mrs. Northcross as commissioner of 
women’s activities for the Junior col- 
leges of Southern California, is the 
ex-officio chairman of thie, while 
Thelma Patton was elected from the 
student body by the women’s organi- 
zation to represent them in the mat- 
ter. 

The committee was selected from 
the Junior colleges of the section, one 
faculty member and one_ student 
from each school. 

The question before them was to 
decide whether the women have 
leagues in their athletics leading up 
to a championship, whether invita- 
tional matches be arranged between 
schools by the coaches, or whether all 
athletics be confined within a school. 

The main argument against having 
leagues asexpressed by Mrs. North- 
cross is that the plan lacks democra- 
cy. Athletics are in the hands of a 
few of those girls who least need 
them, when the main object of a 
team is to win, and the majority are 
left out. Mrs. Northcross stated that 
she did not believe it fair to spend 
all the time and money on the devel- 
opment of those superior few. How- 
ever, she said she was going to the 
convention with an open mind, will- 
ing to change her ideas if she thought 
it best. 

Thelma Patton asked for-an ex- 
pression of opinion from the girls at 
the organization meeting last Wed- 
nesday. After the arguments for and 
against were given, the girls showed 
themselves favoring invitational 
meets. 

Another committee to discuss cur- 
rent problems of Junior colleges met 
at the same time. Louane Leech, 
Dorothy Clarkson and Elaine Smith 
represented Santa Ana at this dis- 
cussion.

SWIMMING POOL 
IN GYM PLANS 


The first of December has been set 
for the completion of plans for the 
new gym. Frederick Eley, the archi- 
tect, has been delayed in his work 
by a revision of plans by the Board 
of Education, which body has decid- 
ed to build the gym as a building to 
be used entirely for physical educa- 
tion. The latest plans are being made 
to include a swimming pool. 

“This much-to-be-desired part of 
the new building cannot be absolute- 
ly assured yet,” was Principal Ham- 
mond’s verdict today. “A sum of 
$100,000 has been set apart for the 
gym and equipment. If the sum holds 
out we will have a swimming pool. 
Shortly after the first of December 
we will be able to assure it more 
definitely,” explained Mr. Ham- 
mond, 

The Board has altered its former 
plans of having a part of the gym 
equipped as a cafeteria. Instead it 
has appropriated a sum of about $6,- 
000 for the remodeling of the present 
cafeteria. The students of the Me- 
chanic Arts department of the High 
school are working on plans for this 
now. In general two additions are to 
be made, one to the north and the 
other to the south of the present 
kitchen.

Defeating their arch rivals, Ful- 

lerton, to the tune of 13 to 0, Santa 
Ana’s gridiron gladiators closed 
their league season Saturday when 
the teams clashed on Poly field. 
. Santa Ana by theis victory cinched 
third place in the league, Riverside 
and Pasadena being those finishing 
above J. C. 

The first score of the game came 


on the third play. Santa Ana kicked 
off to Fullerton, who gained about 


15 yards on two line bucks. When 
they attempted a third stab through 
the line, Blackman, the Fullerton 
backfield man, fumbled and. George 
Broomell picked up the ball. Think- 
ing that the whistle had blown he 
failed to run until his mates shouted 
at him, and then confused, he started 
in the wrong direction. He was 


headed off by several members of his 
team who shoved him toward the 


goal. Finally started, and given 
interference by the whole 


team, he scurried 45 yards for a+ 


touchdown. Cook converted. 

A little later in the same quarter, 
Santa Ana agdin threatened, carry- 
ing the ball to the Fullerton 18 yard 
line, where Captan Cook tried a drop 
kck. The boot went to one side, how- 
ever, and it was Fullerton’s ball on 
their own 20 yards line. Santa Ana 
came back once more, only to have a 
pass ove rthe goal line grounded, 
shortly before the quarter ended. 

The second quarter produced only 
an exhibition of grim dtermination 
by both sides, the ball remaining in 
midfield nearly all the time.. Santa 
Ana had a slight advantage because 
of the superior punting ability of 
Cook. 

With the opening of the second 
half came Fullerton’s real threat of 
the game. A Santa Ana fumble on 
their own twenty yard line gave Ful- 
lerton the ball, and they were not 
stopped until Zuckerman and Velasco 
had worked the ball down to the six 
yard line. 

The visitors were held for downs, 
but the locals were soon in hot water 
again when a blocked punt gave Ful- 
lerton the ball on Santa Ana’s 25 
yard line. Velasco tried a field goal 
from this point, but it also fell short.

Mrs. Northcross, commissioner of 
women’s activities in Southern Cali- 
fornia Junior Colleges, called a meet- 
ing of coaches and students repre- 
sentatives held at Pomona J. C., Fri- 
day afternoon, October 30, to decide 


the status of girls’ athletics in the 


Junior Colleges. Santa Ana’s repre- 
sentatives were Thelma Patton, and 
of course Miss Treadway. . 

After _a hard fought battle in 
which the student delegates made a 
firm stand for athletic leagues and 
league championships, it was finally 
decided that the leagues should be 
replaced by invitational tournament,, 
or what really amounts to _ that. 
There are to be three’ play days 
throughout the year, held at differ- 
ent schools, and offering chances for 
plenty_of competition. This decis- 
ion will apply to all sports except ten- 
nis which will go on as before. 

The committee, after deciding 
upon the method of handling the 
girls athletics, were confronted with 
the fact that the different sports ap- 
pear at various times in the school, 
throughout the association, and to 
eliminate confusion decided upon a 
definite program of rotation of the 
sports as follows: First, of course, 
basketball, then, volleyball, hockey, 
track and tennis. 

The first play day is to be held 
in December, the next will be~ in 
March, and the third, in May.
